2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art of 
record fails to show the restricting device having the combination as claimed, including 
a support plate aperture having a feature for prevent the a key head protrusion to turn 
beyond a predetermined angle. Gledhill '899 neither shows a support plate nor an 
aperture with a feature for preventing a tool or a key from turning beyond any 
predetermined angle. '899 has a slot 65 formed in the mounting plate to allow a 
screwdriver to pull, not rotate, the clip in a longitudinal direction. There is no viable 
reason to add a support plate and an aperture with a feature for preventing the tool or a 
key from turning. Further, although FR '845 shows an aperture 18' in a support plate 8 
to mainly provide a bearing surface for the plugs 20, there is still no practical reason to 
form a feature in the aperture to prevent any tool from rotating. Forming a stop in the 
aperture would render the key or tool inoperable.
